The downpour flooded a num- | 
ber of streets and forced the

golf balls” fell in Webster "Groves. 
Lightning knocked out a power 
line at Vernon — and Union | 
boulevard, depriving approximate- 
ly 1500 homes of electricity for | 
two hours. The home of Mrs. 
Ollie Atkins, 2801 Pasteur avenue, 
Overland, was Slightly damaged 
when lightning started a fire. 
The wind blew down the Baden 
Christmas tree at Halls Ferry 
road and North Broadway. 

The winds gained force as the 
storm moved northeastward into 
Madison county. Farm buildings 
near Wood River, Edwardsville 
and New Douglas were damaged 
and telephone and power service 
was disrupted, but no injuries 
were reported. 

Six Killed in Farm Area. 

Six persons were killed when 
a tornado struck a farm area near 
Poplar Bluff, Mo., 169 miles 
south of St. Louis. Four of the 
victims were trapped when their 
home was demolished and the 
wreckage caught fire from a wood 
stove. They were Tom Spark- 

gan. 47 years old, and his three 

ters, Alice Lee, 15; Vernia, 
13, and Vera, 8. Mrs. Sparkman 
was pulled from the wreckage 
and taken to a hospital is serious 
condition. 

The Sparkmans had _  enter- 
tained friends and a s in ob- 
servance of Mrs. kman’s 
forty-séventh birthday. The guests 
had left a short time before the 
storm hit; otherwise the death 
toll might have been greater. 

The Sparkman home was a six- 
room frame house. It was de- 
stroyed by fire a year ago and 
only recently rebuilt. 

Andy Freeman, 55, and his 
wife, Mattie, 54, were killed when 
winds wrecked their home four 
miles from Poplar Bluff. It was 
reported they had $4000 in the 
house, wreckage of which was 
scattered over a wide area. State 
highway police patrolled the vi- 
cinity while a search was made 
for the money 

Storm Cuts 10-Mile Path. 

This storm cut a path 10 miles 
long through Butler county, and 
approximately 15 persons who 
lived in farm houses along this 
route were injured. No serious 
damage was reported in Poplar 
Bluff, but telephone lines were 
blown down and some streets 
were flooded.

Consul General at Muk- 
den and His Party 
Board Evacuation Ship 


After Being Freed.

ABOARD LAKELAND VIC- 
TORY, off Tientsin, Dec. 12 (AP) 
—Consul General Angus Ward, 
who boarded this evacuation ship 


declared he had suffered “hellish 
treatment” at the hands of Chi- 
nese Communists. 

The 56-year-old United States 
official caught at his consulate 
by the fall of Mukden to Chinese 
Reds more than a year ago, de- 
clared being free again made him 
feel just as one would “after St. 
Peter lets you in.” 

It was the first time 
months that Ward had been able 
to mee without an armed estort. 
And 28 days of that time he was 
in a Chinese Comunist jail, in 
solitary confinement, in Mukden. 
On 24 of those days he was kept 
in unheated, or underheated quar- 
ters in freezing temperatures. 

He lost 25 pounds. His jail 
menu was six slices of bread a 
day with hot water. 

Ward and four embassy aids 
were convicted by a Communist 
court of beating a Chinese em- 
ploye, and were given jail sen- 
tences which were’ suspended. 
Then they were ordered out of 
the country. 

The party included Mrs. Ward, 
several other women and some 
children. They had been under 
Red surveillance in Mukden since 
Nov. 20, 1948, when the "eds 
elosed the consulate. Such secrecy 
veiled their movements that cven 
the United States State Depart-. 
ment knew virtually nothing about 
them. 

Placed in Unheated Train. 

Ward said the train on which 
his party was transferred from 
Mukden to Peiping required 40 
hours—for a normal 15-hour trip. 
He had requested first class ac- 
commodations but his party was 
sent third class—in unheated cars 
with wooden benches. 

Even their final departure, un- 
der Red deportation orders on 
phony charges, was delayed by 
red tape. 

For some time today, only Ward 
was permitted to board this ship. 
Before they would permit the 
other 19 to come up the gangway, 
the Communists demanded that 
Ward sign a statement saying 
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otnotrictal.

Supported by Teachers, Mothers

CHICAGO, Dec. 12—Every- 
where there are signs that psy- 
chiatrists, teachers, mothers and 
fathers are ready for less talk 
and more action the next time 
Little Buster kicks the baby in 
the face. 

Psychiatrists began taking a 
long look at the generation of 
high school and college students 
who had been raised on a pro- 
gram of “permissive behavior’— 
psychology talk for no spanking. 
The more they looked, the more 
they were convinced the pendu- 
lum had swung too far away. from 
the era of the birch switch. 

Last week at a meéting of the 
American Medical Association in 
Washington, Dr. Bernard A. Cru- 
vant of Georgetown University, 
said psychiatry has changed its 
mind. “Children should be 
spanked, at the very moment they 
have done something wrong,” he 
said. Dr. Cruvant is a former 
East St. Louisan and a graduate 
of Washington University, St. 
Louis.

and psychiatrists who have devot- 
ed their lives to sparring with 
the little angels, were asked to 
comment on Dr. Cruvant’s views.

“FACES A SHAKY COALITION 


Liberal and Country Parties Split in 1941, 
Forced Menzies Out—Election Victory 
Over Laborites Grows. a

SYDNEY, Australia, Dec. 12 
(AP)— The Labor Government's 
defeat in Saturday’s election 
neared landslide proportions to- 
day. ~ 
As vote counting neared an 
end, the victorious Liberal-Coun- 
try party coalition appeared like- 
ly to win a majority .of .23 seats 
in the 121-member House of Com- 
mons imstead of the 11 indicated 
in early returns. 
The count by Monday after- 
noon indicated the Liberal party 
would win at least 55 seats, its 
partner Country party would take 
17 seats. and the oppdsition Labor 
group would hold 46.. Three 
other seats were still doubtful. 
The 118 races which appeared 
settled shaped up this way: Elect- 
ed or certain to be elected, 48 
Liberals, 14 Country party, 43 
Labor; likely to be elected but 
still not certain, seven Liberals, 
three Country, three Labor. 
Situation in Senate. 
The Senate is almost certain 
to retain its Labor majority. Few 
people, however, believe that a 
Labor-controlled Senate would 
block legislation backed by the 
new government. Australians 
voted, by proportional represen- 
tation, for 42 Senators. This sys- 
tem is so complicated that all 
those elected may not be known 
until the end of January. 
Incoming Prime Minister Rob- 
ert G. Menzies was expected to 
select his Cabinet and take over 
from Prime Minister Joseph B. 
Chifley next Monday or Tuesday. 
The new Parliament will meet the 
second week in February.

The leader. of the Country 
party, Arthur W. Fadden, was 
slated to be Deputy Prime Min- 
ister. Richard G. Casey, veteran 
Australian diplomat and his coun- 
try’s first minister to the United 
States, was a likely choice to suc- 
ceed Minister of External Affairs 
Herbert V. Evatt. 

Though the Liberal and Coun- 
try parties campaigned in com- 
plete harmony on an anti-Social- 
ist program, many political ob- 
servers here already were pre- 
dicting that the Menzies-Fadden 
coalition would not last six 
months. They split in 1941, caus- 
ing Menzies to lose out as Prime 
Minister after two years in office. 

Exchange Rate An Issue. 

One thorny question is the ex- 
change rate of the Australian 
pound—25 Australian shillings to 
20 British shillings. The Coun- 
try party wants to retain the rate 
because with it the agricultural 
exporters of meat, wheat and wool 
get what amounts to a 25 per cent 


bonus. 

The disparity between the. Aus- 
tralian and British money puts 
up the local price of Australia’s 
imports from Britain. Menzies 
has promised to cut prices and 
ease the cost of living. 

The Liberal party has promised 
to outlaw the Communist party, 
which has a strong hold in some 
Australian labor unions, and bar 
its members from public service 
or industrial organizations. 

On foreign policy, both Liberal 
and Country parties appear 
agreed.

BTS! CALL TROOPS 
N ELECTR STRKE 


Ministry Acts After Wildcat 
Walkout at Key Plant 
Reduces Service. 


LONDON, Dec. 12 (UP)—Four 
hundred workers walked out in 
a wildcat strike at an important 
electric power station today and 
the Labor Government immedi- 
ately called out troops te keep 
the plant running. 

Minister of Labor George Isaacs 
announced the decision in the 
House of Commons. 

“The Government have decided 
that in order to maintain essen- 


tial supplies, service men shall be 
used in order to keep the power 
station going,” he said. “We are 
confident that the House will con- 
cur in this action, which is de- 
signed to protect an essential 
public service.” 

The unofficial strike was called 
without warning early today by 
some 400 manual workers at a key 
power station in Middlesex which 
supplies electricity to the nation’s 
so-called grid system. The strike, 
stemming from a demand for 
bonuses, came as a-cold snap put 
a heavy drain on the system and 
forced power cuts throughout the 
country. 

Oliver Stanley, one of the lead- 
ers of the Conservative party, 
told Commons that the opposition 
“entirely supports the minister in 
the rapid action which he had 
taken to insure the maintenance 
of essential services.” 

The strike was called in the 
face of a recent appeal by the 
Government and the Trades 
Union Congress for unions not to 
insist on wage increases because 
it would accent the danger of in- 
flation. 


TRUMAN TO SEEK 
MORE EFFICIENCY 
IN GOVERNMENT 


President Sends Message 
to Two-Day Meeting 
on Reorganization at 
Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
President Truman said today he 
will press, during the coming ses- 
sion of Congress, for legislation 
to bring about “better, more ef- 
ficient management” of the Fed- 
eral Government. 

From Key West, Fla., the Pres- 
ident sent a message to the Na- 
tional Reorganization Conference 
which opened a two-day session 
here on ways and means of trans- 
forming into law the governmen- 
tal reform proposals of the Hoov- 
er commission. 

“Not only legislative changes 
and reorganization plans are re- 
quired but also improved. operat- 
ing practices within the agencies 
of the Government,” Truman 
wrote. 

“IT have already called on de- 
partment heads to make every ef- 
fort to that end. Their response 
has been most gratifying. 

“Recently I appointed a com- 
mittee of experts to assist in this 
effort, and I shall continue to 
give the matter my close, personal 
attention.” 

The message, addressed to Dr. 
Robert L. Johnson, chairman of 
the Citizens Committee for the 
Hoover Report, said that support 
from outside the Government as 
well as from within is necessary. 

Both business men ang labor 
leaders have pledged support for 
reorganization of the Govern- 
ment. 

The Citizens Committee was 
formed last summer as a “lobby” 
in behalf of the recommendations 
for federal economy and efficien- 
cy made by the commission head- 
ed by former President Herbert 
Hoover. Hoover is to speak to 
the committee at a dinner session 
tonight.

Gov. Forrest Smith said today 
he did not think he could make 
the appointment legally until the 
actual vacaricy existed. “I might 
not live that long or Judge Doug- 
mri might change his mind,” he 


The Governor must make the 
appointment from a list of three 
nominees submitted to him Satur- 
day afternoon by the State Appel- 
late Judicial Commission, under 
nonpartisan court provisions of 
the State Constitution. 


The three nominees are S, P. 
Dalton (Dem.) of Cape Girardeau, 
now a commissioner of the Su- 
preme Court; Forrest M. Hemker 
(Dem.) of Richmond Heights, for- 
mer president of the Missouri 
Bar, apd Circuit Judge Raymond 
E. LaDriere (Rep.) of Clayton. 


Smith expressed an opinion the

existed, but was reminded that 
Judge Douglas had notified the 
court of his resignation and an 
official notice of this had been 
transmitted to Smith’s office.

Pilot Breaks Down in Testifying 
Of Dallas Plane Crash Fatal to 28 


Seven Kinds of Mechanical Trouble Reported 
in Craft Two Days Earlier but It 
-Was Called ‘Airworthy.’ 


DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 12 (UP)— 
Capt. Laurens Claude, pilot of the 
ill-fated plane, broke down today 
as he testified at a public hearing 
on the American Airlines DC-6 
crash that killed 28 persons at 
Love Field 13 days ago. 

A recess Was called in the hear- 


jing to permit Claude, a graying, 


husky, six-footer, to regain his 
composure. He was unable to 
continue as he reached the point 
where he told Civil Aeronautics 
Board examiners about the air- 
liner’s final seconds. 
“My last recollection was that 
the nose of the ship was going 
down to the left,” he said, and 
his voice broke off into sobs. 
Trouble Two Days Earlier. 


Earlier evidence showed that 
the same DC-6 had mechanical 
trouble of seven varieties, of 
them considered relatively minor, 
on a Tulsa-New York flight on 
Nov. 27. The plane crashed at 
Dallas on Nov. 29. Claude was 
one of the 18 survivors. 

In detail, he recounted feather- 
ing the propeller on the outside 
left engine as the plane was over 
Tennessee. That engine was back- 
firing every 20 seconds, he said, 
and he switched on the wing light 
and noted “a definite thrust of 
the motor in its cell everytime it 
backfired.” 

He, said it had feathered nor- 
mally, “and it is my opinion, per- 
sonally, that the motor was mal- 
functioning because of carburetor 
trouble.” — 

Tells of Approach. 


The plane performed routinely 
on the remainder of the night 
flight to Dallas, and was reacting 
normally even as he brought it 
down a quarter of a mile away 
from the main southwest-north- 
east runway. 

As he lined up for the approach 
of 1000 to 1200 feet, Claude said, 
“I thought I had run over about 
10 degrees, so I S-turned back, 
to realign.” 

‘All pre-landing checks were 
made, and then he brought the 
ship down at a descent rate of 
about 300 feet a minute. 

“As we approached the wires on 
Denton drive (telephone and pow- 
er lines along the airport’s west 
side) the ship felt like it needed 
more power,” Claude said. 

“I advanced the throttle. The 
air speed was an indicated 120 
or 125 miles per hour... as we 
crossed the power lines, at about 
75 feet, the ship felt like it was 
‘squatting.’ 

“At this time the flight engi- 
neer told me the fuel pressure was 
gone on engine No. 4 (outside 
right). I called for booster pumps 
and they were turned on. 


“Everything Happened Then.” 


“... The engine (No. 4) kicked 
in with a terrific surge. Every- 
thing happened then. The left 
wing dropped—and God will have 
to tell you what happened then. 
I don’t know.” 

He was fighting for composure, 
talking slowly and haltingly.

MISSOURI U. STUDENT WINS 
RHODES SCHOLARSHIP 


PRINCETON, N.J., Dec. 12 
(AP)—The nation’s 1949 roster of 
Rhodes Scholars was named yes- 
terday.

Offices Abroad Notified 
of Move - Up in Date 
and Are Advised on 
U.S. Reaction.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—Brit- 


ain will extend full recognition 
to the Chinese Communist Gov- 
ernment in a matter of days. 

Word of the impending move 
has been cabled to all British 
offices abroad. Originally, the 


recognition date was set for Dec. 
20, but this has been advanced. 
In its private instructions, the 
British Foreign Office makes no 
secret of concern over possible 
adverse American reaction. Brit- 
ish representatives are carefully 
advised to be circumspect in deal- 
ing with this. 

“You should not go out of your 
way to push our arguments,” they 
are told, “but if you encounter 
criticism you should not fail to 
respond with a presentation of 
our case.” 

Highlights of this case were 
outlined as follows: 

Recognition does not mean 
approval—“it is not a pat on 
the back.” Britain and the 
United States maintain diplo- 
matic relations with govern- 
ments although disapproving 
their. policies and actions. 

Recognition will enable 
Britain to “watch” and possibly 
influence the policies and opin- 
ions of the Chinese Commu- 
nists. 

Recognition will mean great 
trade advantages, of vital im- 
portance to Britain at this crit- 
ical time. 

Although not mentioned, Brit- 
ish trade at Hong Kong is more 
than $50,000,000 a month. In re- 
cent months, this trade has been 
steadily increasing. 

Britain's action is certain to be 
followed immediately by India. 
In private talks while in the 
United States recently, Premier 
Jawaharlal Nehru stated India 
intended to recognize the Chi- 
nese Communists. In fact, In- 
dian pressure played a decisive 
role in Britain’s decision.

Tax on Motor Vehicles. 

The use tax law imposed a 2 
per cent tax, equal to the state 
sales tax,on motor vehicles pur- 
chased outside the state, for use 
in Missouri. The Supreme Court 
recently held the law invalid, on 
constitutional grounds, because of 
one clause exempting from the 
tax certain motor busses pur- 
chased outside the state. Revenue 
to the state from the act was 
estimated at about $1,000,000 a 
year. 

The Negro equal rights bill, in- 
troduced in the House after a sur- 
vey by a special committee, was 
passed by the House with vir- 
tually no opposition. It provided 
for admission to Negro students 
to all state-supported colleges.

FEDERAL RESERVE 
BANK GETS NEW 
ARMORED TRUCK 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


The first of three armored 
trucks of completely new design 
was delivered today to the Fed- 
‘eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
by the General Body Co. of Chi- 
cago. It will be placed in service 
here immediately. — 

Two innovations are incorpo- 
rated in the new design. One is 
a turret on top, which permits a 
guard inside unobstructed visibil- 
ity. in all directions. The other 
is the unusually short wheelbase, 
eight feet, which was decided 
upon to enable the vehicle to be 
turned around in narrow streets. 

It will be operated by a five- 
man crew, as are the bank’s pres- 
ent armored trucks and will be 


used to transport money and se-| 


curities from the bank or its 
branches to post offices and rail- 
road stations. The new truck is 
protected by heavy armor plate, 
weighs about 14,000 pounds and 
cost about $13,000. It was de- 
signed by G. F. Hanssen, super- 
intendent of buildings and main- 
tenance for the bank.

The league, which is seeking 
a hearing before the Board of 
Aldermen, will have a meeting of 
its directors soon to determine 
the next step in its campaign for 
removal of rent controls. 


COUNTESS IN WILL

LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP)—The 
will of the dowager Countess Peel, 
one of Britain’s richest noble- 
women, set aside 10 guineas 
($29.40) to make sure she would 
not be buried alive, it was dis- 
closed today. 

Her executors were instructed 
to pay the sum out of her £4,- 
274,902 ($11,969,725) estate to a 
surgeon to cut her jugular vein or 
perform “some other act” to con- 
firm her death before burial. 

The countess died Nov. 9 at the 
age of 77. Eight days after her 
death, the probate court ordered 
several words stricken from her 
will on the ground that they 
would cause “pain and embarrass- 
ment” for unnamed persons. 

As edited, the will was made 
public today. It showed that some 
three-fourths of her estate went 
in death duties totaling £3,- 
160,572 ($8,849,601). The bulk of 
the estate went to, charity. She 
willed her son, Earl Peel, some 
heirlooms but no money, saying 
he had already been provided for.

Britain Would Abandon Its Weapon-Making 
Phase in Arrangement With This Country 
and Canada — Broad Outline Drawn in 


Recent Conference.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 12. 


HE United States, Britain and Canada have virtually completed 
the broad. outlines for a new partnership in the development 


of atomic energy and atomic bombs. 


The next move will be 


for the State Department to take up the proposals with congressional 


leaders. 


The proposed plan—which will 
apparently come to nothing un- 
less Congress is prepared in some 
way to authorize it—reportedly 
would provide for continued con- 
centration of atomic weapon 
manufacture in this country. It 
is said to contemplate that Brit- 
ish and Canadian scientists would 
participate in the work. 

Under the projected partner- 
ship in the future, Britain would 
abandon its plans for -making 
atomic bombs, as in fact it ap- 
pears to have done already. Thus 
would end the threat of a future 
British claim to a larger share of 
the Belgian Congo uranium—the 
greater part of which now comes 
to the United States. 


Advantages of Plan. 


Responsible authorities say 
there would be several advan- 
tages to this arrangement. First, 
it would assure the western world 
a maximum of output of atomic 
bombs of the kind the United 
States is able to make in the 
shortest possible time. Second, 
it would prevent dispersion of ef- 
fort as between this country and 
Britain. Third, it would mean the 
continued development of atomic 
plants, including weapons fac- 
tories, in places remote from any 
possible European war area. 


Britain and Canada, for their 
part, would continue fully the 
kind of experimental work in ba- 
sic atomic research which they 
have been doing. They would 
have far greater access to so- 
called atomic secrets than the 
United States has permitted them 
in recent years. And apparently 
they would in emergency have 
demand rights against the atomic 
weapon stockpile in this country. 


However, the _ arrangement 
would be based on the pooling of 


ing to agreements now in exist- 
ence, in any war involving the 
United States and England, the 
task of delivering the atomic 
bomb would fall on the United 
States. 


The prospective arrangements 
were worked out here in a series 
of “‘exploratory talks” which be- 
gan in September and were re- 
eently put through an advanced 
phase. The principal British con- 
ferees, Sir John Cockroft, his 
country’s outstanding atomic sci- 
entist, and Sir Roger Makins, 
British diplomat, returned to Lon- 
don more than a week ago. It was 
learned that further talks will be 
held primarily on the point of 
how to carry through the pro- 
posed new partnership system. 


Probable Role by Congress. 


Some Administration officials 
believe, and some British negotia- 
tors believe also, that all that 
was needed was an agreement by 
President Truman. However, it 
is reported that American and 
British officials alike believe the 
President should seek the fullest 
authority from Congress for the 
actions he may take regardless of 
what legal powers he may be as- 
sumed to have. Congress mem- 
bers have made plain they will 
insist on a full part.

LABOR PEACE, WAGE STABILITY FOR 1950

N the surface, the labor outlook is bad. John L. Lewis is still 
fussing and feuding with the owners of the country’s coal mines. 
In October, some 600,000 workers went on strike to enforce 


- 


wage demands—the highest number for any month since April 1947. 
In spite of that, the prospect for 1950 is for (1) comparative peace 
and quiet and (2) stability in wage rates. 


Here’s the reason: Some day, 
and probably soon, John L. Lew- 
is will come to terms with the 
coal producers. He’s been nego- 
tiating for a contract “on and 
off” for five months. Even, he 
must be tired. His pension and 
welfare fund is in financial 
jeopardy because royalties aren't 
being paid. 

Lewis’s Chief Ally—Costs. 
The mine owners aren't happy 

either—not on a three-day week 
—and would probably like to 
settle. Lewis boasts about the 
few small coal mines that have 
met his terms. But his real 
strength is the high cost of part- 
time coal production. The heavy 
investment of the large coal com- 
panies in mechanical equipment 
demands a full work week. Each 
day the machinery is idle the 
companies get no return on their 
money. More, they’re out of 
pocket, for they have to maintain 
the mines. 

Thus, Lewis’s three-day week is 
calculated to keep the country 
from industrial starvation due to 
lack of coal, yet it deprives the 
coal companies of customary 
profits. But both sides are under 
pressure to settle—and soon. 

If an agreement is made, it 
will surely run for a year. And 
that would mean that the na- 
tion’s two basic industries— 
coal and steel — will have 
settled on wages and pensions 
through most of next year. The 
Bethlehem Steel contract runs 
through 1951, but has a re- 
opening clause on wages on 
i. 1, 1950. Ditto United 
States Steel. 

A pattern has already been in- 
dicated in automobiles for 1950. 
The Ford Motor Co. and the 
United Auto Workers have estab- 
lished a pension program, simi- 
lar to that in the steel industry. 
General Motors is studying a plan. 
So, it’s possible that when the 
G.M. contract is reopened in the 
spring, negotiations will be smooth 
and amicable. One possible hitch: 
The UAW wants a union shop, 
which it already has at Ford. G.M. 
might balk at that. 

Wage Rates and C. of L. 


In the electrical industry, any- 
thing can happen—because of the 
fight between the ClIO-sponsored 
International Union of Electrical 
Workers and the left-wing United 
Electrical Workers, recently 
ousted from the CIO. 

Even so, as things shape up 
now—unless Lewis is prepared to 
drag on without a contract indefi- 
nitely and to call intermittent, 
harassing strikes which invite 
drastic Taft-Hartley treatment — 
the prospect for labor peace in 
the New Year is better than in 
any December since the end of 
the war. Principal reason: The 
cost of living has stopped rising 
rapidly. 


wage trefid flattened out. Aver- 


age weekly earnings of workers 
in manufacture-plants rose a bit, 


But the increase was largely the 
result of wage boosts negotiated 
last year, not this year. 


Average hourly earnings are a 
cent below what they were at the 
start of the year—$1.39 an hour 
versus $1.40. This is because over- 
time has been reduced, not be- 
cause of lower wage scales. The 
following table shows the postwar 
changes in hourly wages since the 
end of the war:

Hourly wages are not a true 
measure of prospective labor 
costs. Recently-won pensions add 
to payroll costs, Furthermore, the 
Social Security wage tax goes up 
from 1 per cent to 1% per cent 
in 1950. 


No General Price Rise. 


The higher wage bill puts pres- 
sure on wholesale prices. “Iron 
Age” reports that a price advance 
in steel is unavoidable because of 
higher transportation, labor, and 
raw material costs. Sharon Steel 
recently advanced some prices. 

But steel is still in short sup- 
ply. Not so machinery, autos, re- 
frigerators, clothing. Or agricul- 
tural products—as the holdings of 
the Commodity Credit Corp. in- 
dicate. So prices can’t be lifted 
willy-nilly every time costs go up.

Hence there is now talk, in 
the very restricted circles where 
the situation is understood at all, 
of the possible need for a wholly 
new start next year.

‘tors and public servants of our 


time, but he has no inclination to 
be a manufacturer of weapons of 
hideous destruction. When this 
turned out to be his real task as 
AEC chairman, he had no enthu- 
siasm for it. The sense of duty 
that kept him going was broken 
down by the most recent spasm 
of neurotic senatorial inquisition, 
and he resigned forthwith. 


Risk of Eventual Breakdown. 


Furthermore, . Lilienthal’s’ ef- 
forts have at least kept the mess 
in the atomic energy effort within 
reasonable limits. On the work- 
ing level, the Atomic Energy 
Commission is adequately if not 
always brilliantly staffed. The 
various divisions of the AEC are 
operating pretty satisfactorily. 
The program can jog along for a 
while, without risk of immediate 
breakdown. 


There is clear risk of eventual 
breakdown, however, in the state 
of affairs at top. It was already 
unwieldy to try to run a great 
industrial effort through a com- 
mission. If not replaced by a 
single qualified administrator, the 
AEC ought probably to be re- 
duced from five men to three. 
What is even worse, however, is 
the enormous number of persons 
legally authorized to breathe down 
the commission’s neck.

Control Act of 1944. Two big 
projects were designated: Buggs 
Island and Philpott. The former, 
a $78,000,000 development, has 
been 40 per cent completed by 
the Engineers. 

Until now, the Power Commis- 
sion. has peremptorily rejected 
utility efforts to invade river de- 
velopments assigned by Congress 
to federal agencies. In the Ro- 
anoke case, however, powerful 
elements within the commission 
are displaying an entirely differ- 
ent attitude. Chairman Nelson 
Lee Smith and Chief Examiner 
Frank A. Hampton strongly favor 
the Virginia Electric & Power's 
project. Backing them in this pro- 
utility ‘stand is the Army Engi- 
neers.

Even in those countries of west- 
ern Europe which share many of 
Britain’s problems, the recent ten- 
dency has not been too encourag- 
ing to the Conservatives. 

In nine principal countries of 
western Europe where free elec- 
tions have taken place since the 
war, the Socialists — as distinct 
from the Communists — have 
scored gains in two, have had 
slight losses in four, have taken 
bad lickings in two and have done 
extremely well in western Ger- 
many where the first postwar 
elections were held Aug, 14. 

Following is a summary of the 
last elections in the democratic 
countries of western Europe (Lux- 
embourg and Switzerland ex- 
cepted): 

Austria—In the elections of Oct. 
9, 1949, the Socialists won 67 seats 
compared to 76 won in the 1945 
elections. They got 38.6 per cent 
of the popular vote compared to 
45.1 per cent in 1945. 

Belgium—In the elections of 
June 26, 1949, the Socialists won 
66 out of 212 seats in the lower 
chamber, three less than in the 
1946 elections. 

Denmark—In the Oct. 28, 1947, 
elections the Social Democrats got. 
57 out of 150 seats in the Land- 
sting, an increase of nine over the 
1945 elections. 

France—In the elections for the 
National Assembly, Nov. 10, 1946, 
the Socialists got 93 seats com- 
pared to 129 won in the elections 
to the Constituent Assembly on 


June 2, 1946 and 139 won in the 
October 1945 elections. They got 


only 17.9 per cent of the popular 
vote compared to 21 per cent and 
23.4 per cent in the previous two 
postwar elections. 

Italy—In the elections of April 
18-19, 1948, the Socialist Unity 
party got only 33 out of 540 seats 
in the Chamber of Deputies and 
only 7 per cent of the popular 
vote. The Popular Front which 
included the Nenni leftwing So- 
cialists who had withdrawn from 
the Moderate Socialists, got 182 
seats and 31 per cent of the votes. 
It is dificult to say how the So- 
cialists, as distinct from the Com- 
munists would do in an election 
today. 

The Netherlands—In the elec- 
tions of July 7, 1948, the Labor 
party got 27 seats out of 100 in 
the lower house of the States 
General, two less than in the 
1946 elections. They dropped 
about 80,000 votes. 

Norway—On Oct. 10, 1949, the 
Labor party won a tremendous 
victory, increasing its strength 
from 76 to 85 seats out of 150 in 
the Storting. 

Sweden—On Sept. 19, 1948, the 
Social Democrats dropped three 
seats but still retained 112 of the 
230 places in the Riksdag. 

Western Germany—On Aug. 14, 
1949, the Social Democrats got 
7,000,000 out of the 21,500,000 
votes cast and 131 of the 386 seats 
in the Bundestag. The Christian 
Democratic Union, which is the 
strongest party, got 139.

To the Victors Down Under 

Results of the Australian and New Zealand 

electioris represent a trend to the political-right. 
The middle-road coalition which ousted Austra- 
lia's Labor Government after eight years has 
won a decisive majority of 23 seats in the lower 
house, which controls the government. Now the 
worid will see whether the victors can go as far 
as they promised in reversing recent history. 
- In Australian politics, the election issues were 
complex, the voters’ intent varied, and campaign 
pledges must be tested by events which have so 
far been almost beyond political control. 

The Liberal-Country party coalition made a 
major issue out of socialism vs. free enter- 
prise. The fact is that Australia, by strict defi- 
nition, has neither system. When Australian 
Laborites tried to nationalize a number of indus- 
tries, the courts ruled that the Federal Constitu- 


.tion prevented Socialism at the national level. 


Most Australian enterprise thereupon remained 


. private, but rationing, price and import controls 


did not leave it free. 

As to the “welfare state,” the question hardly 
arose at all. The Labor Government provided 
pensions, child endowments and other social 
benefits. The opposition, however, did not op- 
pose these. It promised to improve them. 

Among issues that influenced voters, Commu- 
nism was ope. A series of strikes, particularly 
a coal strike, created public antagonism toward 
the leftist minority. The Government finally 
used troops to break the coal strike. Yet it op- 
posed demands to outlaw the Communist party, 
for fear of driving the danger underground. 

Under Labor rule, Australian industry blos- 
somed and so did production. In place of pre- 
war unemployment, there was a labor shortage. 
Still, the Government leaders probably wonder 
now whether this was the kind of prosperity 
that backfires at the polls. 

Australians generally found themselves with 
more money to spend, but with less goods than. 
they desired to spend it on. The rising cost of 
living became a major political factor. And in 
spite of all government controls, the value of 
food and housing went up and up. 

This problem can largely be traced to the dol- 
lar shortage, which affects most of the British 
trade system. Australia’s dollar deficit is esti- 
mated at $70,000,000 a year. The Government 
tried to save dollars with a 25 per cent cut in 
imports, especially in -gasoline and tobacco. 
These measures aroused public opposition. 

Prime Minister Joseph Chifley and Foreign 
Minister Herbert Evatt were two of the world’s 
ablest leaders, yet they had no final answer for 
Australia’s economie problem. Chifley is a reso- 
lute ex-railroad engineer who is sometimes com- 
pared with Lincoln. Evatt proved a fine balance 
between big powers and small in the UN. 

Their place apparently will be taken by Rob- 
ert Gordon Menzies, prewar Prime Minister, and 
his allies. They have- promised to end rationing, 
lower texes and “get back to free enterprise.” 

What happens now’ will be a major test for 
conservatism. This is not the prewar era, and as 
long as the dollar deficit and inflation remain 
Down Under, to the victors belongs a headache. 
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Sunday Storm 


The day began gray and warm and damp. It 
was more like New Orleans weather or Florida's 
when the sun’s not shining.

In the afternoon the clouds suddenly turned 
really black.

French Views of the Marshall Plan 


French reaction to the Marshall Plan is a sad 
commentary on the ideological use to which the 
United States is putting the billions it is spend- 
ing in Europe. 

A poll reports that 13 per cent of the French 
have never heard of the Marshall plan. Among 
those who have heard of it only 38 per cent 
favor it. Sixteen per cent considered it bad for 
France, 23 per cent felt it had good and bad 
sides, and another 23 per cent couldn’t make up 
their minds—a total of 62 per cent in these last 
three categories. 

Here, on the face of it, appears to be a fail- 
ure of the Marshall plan’s own information 
services, and of the State Department’s “Voice 
of America” broadcasts. There is a made-to- 
order audience for them among the French who 
either have not heard of the Marshall plan or 
who have not made up their minds about it— 
more than a third of the entire population, ac- 
cording to the poll. 

Putting American billions to the work of re- 
construction and redevelopment for the ultimate 
purpose of bulwarking the idea of democracy is 
what the Marshall plan is all about. Spending 
the billions without making it evident to every- 
one what they are spent for is achieving the 
means and neglecting the ends. Admittedly 
the Marshall plan is up against a major psycho- 
logical problem in the fact that the countries 
benefiting from it may resent it as a form of 
‘dependency on the United States. 3 

But to overcome any such resentment if it 
arises, and to make evident, instead, that the 
United States’ purpose is to foster popular gov- 
ernment, are parts of the same job. It is a job 
to which, obviously, much more thought and ef- | 
fort should be devoted.

J. Haggerty, Loyola University basketball coach, 
who says sports helped make this a great nation.

The autonomous county government system 
which makes it easy for a lax state administra- 
tion also makes it difficult for one which wishes 
to do its duty.

Gov. Stevenson is not powerless. He and At- 
torney General Elliott, who was swept into of- 
fice with him by voters who were sick and tired 
of the Green-Barrett inaction, can do what was 
done just 10 years ago. After six murders were 
attributed to the gambling rackets, Gov. Stelle 
and Attorney General Cassidy directed the state 
police to aid local authorities in ridding Illinois 
of slot machines. Cassidy sent letters to the 
102 county sheriffs, requesting an “immediate 
and complete survey of your county and submis- 
sion of slot machine evidence’—to the Attorney 
General’s office, as well as to State’s Attorney’s, 
for prosecution. 

What Stelle and Cassidy resorted to in 1939, 
Stevenson and Elliott can use in 1949. The law 
is the law and it is not being enforced. And 
that, to repeat, is obscuring the good works of 
the new administration at Springfield. 
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The Best Part of Fantasy 

In discussing the possibility that the nation’s 
capital might be moved to St. Louis in case of 
war, Joseph Driscoll recalled Floyd Gibbons’ fan- 
tasy, “The Red Napoleon.” The late Mr. Gib- 
bons did, indeed, move the capital here, and this 
was about the least fantastic thing in his book. 

“The Red Napoleon” was published in’ 1929 
in a magazine interested in the “yellow peril.” 
The book told of the rise of an Asiatic Com- 
munist leader, who rallied every other race 
against the white race. He conquered Europe, 


. where democracy was pictured as weak and Mus- 


solini finally made a gallant last stand for the 
West. But, following a mighty naval battle, the 


_ Asian dictator met his downfall upon invading 


our northeastern states. 

It was, for America, a close shave. The past 
tense is used because all this was supposed to 
occur in the 1930s, and that, in restrospect, was 
the best part of the book. 
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Dallying With Duty 

St. Louis’ fire safety ordinance for hotels in 
fireproof buildings is not being enforced. In 
fact, Building Commissioner Baum can’t make 
up his mind whether he should enforce it. This 
situation reflects an amazing amount of 
irresponsibility. 

The city’s new hotel fire code was adopted 
after the deaths of 119 persons in the Winecoff 
Hotel in Atlanta and of 61 in the LaSalle Hotel 
fire in Chicago. It was then found that nearly 
200 of 256 hotels in St. Louis were violating fire 
regulations. It was a shocking situation and the 
new ordinances were a result. 

One ordinance deals with hotels with wooden 
joists; which were often firetraps. The Alder- 
men have extended the effective date of the law 
several times. But the law in question, con- 
cerning Class I and II hotels, became effective 
July 1. Some Aldermen said they meant to ex- 
tend this also, but did not, leaving Mr. Baum in 
his quandary. 

The hotel code was passed long ago. Every 
Class I and II hotel has had an equally ‘long 
time to adopt fire-stoppage measures. Fifty of 
the 70 hotels in this class have complied with 
the law. The other 20 have done nothing. 

Why should they be so privileged? These 20 
have had as much time to comply with the law 
as the 50 which did. Why should any hotel be 
permitted to ignore the safety of its guests and 
a jaw which has been on the books for eight 
months? 

Aldermen who pass a law but indicate that 
they don’t mean it to be applied are engaging in 
dangerous double-talk, wrecking enforcement 
and inviting illegality. As for Commissioner 
Baum, the issue is in his lap. His job is not to 
question the law but to enforce it. 
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Come Early to Get a Seat 


However the debate between Senator Homer

Letter from the Board of Directors, League of Women Voters 
of St. Louis, to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


‘The only decision which the Board of 
Freeholders has made to date is the deci- 
sion to have the strong mayor-council 
form of government. Considering the po- 
litical and traditional situation in St. 
Louis, this seems a sound provision. Having 
made this decision, it is important to see 
that subsequent decisions implement it 
rather than negate it. 


For this reason the League of Women 
Voters of St. Louis feels that the decision 
of the Committee on the Legislative De- 
partment of the Board of Freeholders to 
recommend a Board of Aldermen of 28 
members should be reconsidered. An ef- 
fective council is certainly at least half of 
a strong mayor-council form of govern- 
ment, and the League is convinced that a 
council of 28 Aldermen cannot be an ef- 
fective council. 


The League agrees with Claude O. 
Pearcy, chairman of the committee, that 
the council should not exceed 14 members 
(unless provision is made to elect the 
president of the council at large, which 
the League would favor). There are sev- 
eral important considerations: 


1, A smaller council tends to be a better 
legislative body. Representing a larger 
district promises a wider viewpoint than 
the narrowing interests of a small area. 
Larger representation broadens the selec- 
tion, makes the councilman more conspic- 
uous, and at the same time increases the 
dignity of his position. 

2. A small council operates more ef- 
ficiently. Much more work is done by the 
whole group, rather than in committee. 
This tends to raise the sights of the Alder- 
man, once elected, and helps him to see 
the interests of the whole city without de- 
priving his constituents of the feeling that 
they have local representation. The com- 
mittee system tends to increase the Alder- 
man’s concern with administrative details. 
In a smaller council the time of the Alder- 


man must be devoted to policy-making, his . 


proper function, and administration is left 
to the proper departments. 


3. If the caliber and efficiency of the 
council are increased, the taxpayers would 
have reason to feel that they were getting 
more for their money by increasing the 
salaries of our Aldermen tg a level con- 


sistent with other cities the size of St. 
Louis, The League would have grave ques- 
tions about raising the salaries for a coun- 
cil of 28 members, but we know that in- 
adequate pay is no inducement to good 
public service. We believe that real econ- 
omy would be achieved by paying higher 
salaries to fewer Aldermen. 


4. Representation of minority groups is 
a usual argument for a large council. We 
believe the assurance of such representa- 
tion to be an important consideration and 
therefore dii not recommend election at 
large. We do not feel, however, that a 
smaller council would deprive minority 
groups of representation if the present 
ward structure is kept and council districts 
are achieved by grouping wards. 

In such a council, there would be as 
great a proportion of minority representa- 
tives as there has been in the present 
Board of Aldermen. A larger number of 
elected representatives of minority groups 
does not necessarily mean better repre- 
sentation, and the emphasis in any case 
should be put on providing truly demo- 
cratic representation. The arguments we 
advance for broader representation in gen- 
eral apply as well to minority groups. 

5. The trend is away from large coun- 
cils, the latest .evidence being Boston, 
which has just reduced the size of its 
council from 22 to 9 members. Of the 13 
cities in the country with over half a mil- 
lion population, St. Louis has the third 
largest council. 

Now that we are writing a new charter 
for the city, it seems of the first impor- 
tance that provision should be made for a 
small council. Thus ordinance-making 
functions can be safely left to the legisla- 
tive body and safeguards of certain as- 
pects of government need not be written 
into the charter, when they are properly 
legislative matters. 

We are sure that the- members of the 
Board of Freeholders who are devoting so 
much time to conscientious study of the 
best government for our city, will con- 
sider seriously whether a board of 28 pro- 
vides an effective council and will want to 
take a long-range view.

Between Book Ends 


Henry James as Dramatist 


THE COMPLETE PLAYS OF HENRY JAMES. edited 
by Leon Edel. (J. 8. Lippincett Co., 846 pgs., $10.) 
When Henry James was an old man, he 

wrote a nostalgic account of his first ex- 

perience at playgoing. He was 12 years 
old, he thought, and the play was “The 

Comedy of Errors.’ There are reasons to 

believe that he was wrong about his age, 

that he was actually only eight years old 
when his parents decided that their young- 
er son should see something of the New 

York stage, but the important fact is that 

Henry James’ extraordinary interest in 

the theater began early and remained a 

part of him throughout a long life. 

James himself wrote no less than a dozen 
plays, some of which were based on stories 
which he had already published. Only a 
few of them were produced professionally 
during his lifetime, and not more than one 
or two achieved even a moderate success. 
More than 30 years after his death in 1916, 
his novel, “Washington Square,” drama- 
tized as ‘“‘The Heiress,” became a Broad- 
way hit; currently it is one of Paramount’s 
most advertised films. , 

When, at 38, James returned to the 
United States after six years in Europe, 
he had acquired con- 
Siderable literary 
prestige for his nov- 
els and _ criticism. 
Other than three ex- 
perimental playlets 
which he had writ- 
ten in his 20s, he 
had attempted no 
plays. It was then 
that he chose to dra- 
matize “Daisy Mil- 
ler,” a slender story 
which had achieved 
unusual success. It 
is not difficult to 
understand why the 
play was rejected by 
Daniel Frohman, who thought it “too lit- 
erary,” though “beautifully written.” - 


The most interesting play in the collec- 
tion is “Guy Domville,” which opened at 
the St. James Theater in London on a 
January night in 1895. Mr. G. B. Shaw, 
Mr. H. G. Wells, and Mr. Arnold Bennett 
were present as dramatic critics, but they 
were not yet famous and were almost over- 
looked in the large audience. James him- 
self, too neryous to go through the strain 
of a first night, was at the Haymarket, a 
few blocks away, for a performance of 
Oscar Wilde’s “‘An Ideal Husband.” 


Guy Domville is a young man ealled 
upon to choose between a career in the 
church and his obligations to marry and 
perpetuate the family name. In the well- 
written first act he appears as sensitive 
and idealistic, but although the time lapse 
is only a few months, he is a very differ- 
ent person in Act II. The depth of the 
hero’s conflict is not made apparent, and 
by the end of Act III Guy has lost his no- 
bility and seems only vacillating and lack- 
ing in purpose. 

A few persons, including Shaw and most 
of the other critics, saw something good 
in the play, but the verdict of the pit and 
the gallery was against it. 

As an outline for each of his later nov- 
els, James first prepared a scenario. Since 
this very successful device of fashioning 
scene and dialogue was the direct out- 
growth of his dramatic work, his plays 
were extremely important in his develop- 
ment as a novelist. But to trace this de- 
velopment is not the sole reason the plays 
are worth reading. Though they are ar- 
tificial and contrived and lack a necessary 
dramatic quality, they do contain many 
characterizations which are sharp and 
typically Jamesian. 

Mr. Edel’s introduction and the prefaces. 
to each of the plays, based upon a vast’ 
amount of research, are informative and 
make absorbing reading.

NEEDN’T DISCLOSE 
SALARY TO CENSUS 
TAKER, BUREAU SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
If you don’t want to tell the cen- 
sus taker—who may be your 
neighbor—how much you earn, 
the Census Bureau probably will 
arrange for you to mail the infor- 
mation directly to Washington. 

Bureau officials said so last 
night after 23 Republican House 
members banded together to criti- 
cize the bureau’s 1950 question- 
naire. Along with such questions 
as those on age, residence and so 
forth, it would ask every fifth 
person over 14 years old questions 
about his income. 

The bureau said the answers 
would be confidential, not even 
open to the tax collector or the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

But the Congressmen opposing 
the questions issued a joint state- 
ment in which they said: 

“The Truman Administration is 
perpetrating an outrageous dis- 
crimination against small-income 
people in the 1950 census. 

“If a person earns more than 
$10,000, all he has to do is say, 
so, without giving the amount, 
and the census taker is to be 
satisfied. But for all people earn- 
ing under $10,000, the question- 
naire stands as written. ... This 
is raw injustice.” 

A bureau spokesman told a re- 
porter that a similar question was 
asked in 1940 of wage earners 
making less than $5000 a year. 
Only a very few refused to an- 
swer, he said, and they were per- 
mitted to mail their answers to 
the bureau.

It was in 1943, during Roose- 
velt’s third term that Berryman 
drew the cartoon which won ..im 
the Pulitzer prize for the best 
cartooning of the year. 

Entitled “but where is the 2oat 
going’? it showed several figures 
of conflicting aims in a lifeboat 
captioned “U.S.S. Manpower Mo- 
bilization.” The figures ‘vere 
Congress; the manpower commis- 
sioner, Paul V. McNutt; the draft 
director, Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Her- 
shey; three labor leaders, John L. 
Lewis, Philip Murray and Wil- 
liam Green, and President Roose- 
velt as skipper. 

The cartoon which led to the 
immensely popular children’s toy 
—the teddy bear—grew out of a 
cartoon Berryman drew to high- 
light an incident of a hunting 
trip by President Theodore 
Roosevelt. The cartoon depicted 
“Teddy’s” outraged refusal to 
take a shot at a friendly little 
cub. 

Berryman made no money out 
of it; he didn’t copyright the 
idea, and left it to others to 
exploit.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
An unofficial 10-day India-Amer- 
ica conference opened here today, 
aimed at promoting better under- 
standing and a common approach 
to problems of mutual concern. 

Arthur H. Compton, chancellor 
of Washington University, St. 
Louis, heads the American dele- 
gation of 30 members. He told 
the opening session United States 
foreign policy “works firmly to- 
ward a definite objective to main- 
tain peace under such conditions 
that men and women can lead 
worthy lives.” 

Compton said India and the 
United States are the greatest of 
the world’s democracies in popu- 
lation and thus have a “definite 
spiritual miSsionto fulfill in a dis- 
turbed world—establishing an 
enduring society of worthy men 
and women.” 

“India always has been a land 
of romance and niystery to which 
one can look with confidence for 
spiritual guidance, for the creation 
of basic conditions in which in- 
dividual men and women can live 
and grow to their fullest, Comp- 
ton said. 

The American Institute of Pa- 
cific Relations and the Indian 
Council of World Affairs are the 
joint sponsors of the conference.

SN Ms ere at ye 8 “i ah Wes kes eee 1S ag és) Pees ire ee 
water, among whom my family accounted them- eae | 3 a cae sete jer ee 7 hes Mee Wa key 8 
selves, brought or sent servants with demijohns 
to take some of the water home. A five-gallon 
demijohn was too large to go into the spring 
safely, so we filled the demijohn from a one- 
gallon jug, and then filled two or three of the 
gallon jugs too. All these receptacles were 
stored at home on the back porch, and to keep 
the water as fresh as possible we drew it off 
in small amounts at a time to put into th. ice 
box. 

I suppose it will have to be brought out 
sooner or later that the spring was mineral. In 
fact, it was a kind of mineral some people let 
on to dislike—it was sulphur. It has been my 
notion that people who affect not to like sulphur 
water are thinking of very strong sulphur water. 
They always say it tastes and smells like rotten 
eggs. This is an unpleasant comparison, and 
to anyone who loved Archusa water, as I did, 
it is also an unpleasant reaction.. Our spring 
water had nothing insistent about its sulphur- 
ousness. The minefal in it merely lent it the 
color of cooped-up sunlight, and a taste as soft 
and sweet as a baby’s breath. So slight was the 
taste of sulphur that if the water were thor- 
oughly chilled, or allowed to stand in an open 
container longer than a few hours, the hint of eee 
it was gone entirely. | pear Sata ce » sai gs | ae é . .

OOKMAKING is very big 
business. Just how big it is 
no one really knows because 
the business operates outside the 
law, except in one or two states. 


Lots of us like to wager on 
sporting events or on elections, 


and this desire to get our bets. 


down creates a demand. Under 
the American system, when there 
is a demand the supply will ap- 
pear. So the gallant bookmaker 
stands ready to take our bets, law 
or no law, just as long as we pos- 
sess the necessary cash or credit. 

Of course bookmaking is highly 
profitable. The average book- 
maker is well able to pay “pro- 
tection” charges to local authori- 
ties, write off a considerable 
amount of bad debts yearly, pay 
an occasional fine, and still live 
very well. 

The most important feature of 
the bookmaking business is that 
the bookmaker ganibles as little 
as possible. At all times his aim 
is to arrange his bets in such a 
way that he is sure of a profit no 
matter what happens. 


The ordinary bookmaker is in- 
terested only in booking a variety 
of bets at odds which will give 
him some advantage, and particu- 
larly in such wide coverage that 
his “take” is assured. 


Suppose, for example, that six 
horses are running in a race and 
that by some fantastic freak all 
the horses are equally likely to 
win. Correct odds for each horse 
are 5 to 1 against. Suppose also 
that the pari-mutuel price that 
the bookie must pay is 4 to l 
against. That does not automati- 
cally assure him of a profit on 
this race. If everybody happens 
to bet on the eventual winner, 
the bookie will lose money. If 
everybody bets on the losers and 
nobody happens to bet on the 
eventual winner, the bookie cleans’ 

Dp. 

The bookie would like to clean 
up but doesn’t want to take any 
risks. Hence he wants to see 
fairly equal amounts bet on each 
horse. If $1000 is bet on each 
horse, the bookie will collect 
$6000 and pay out only $5000 no 
matter which horse wins. 

In actual practice, there is con- 
siderable variation in the odds on 
horses and in the amounts of 
money bet on each. The principle, 
however, is the same. The bookie 
aims to fix either the odds or the 
amounts bet (or both) in such a 
way that he is bound to collect 
more than he has to pay out. 

We start with a bunch of small 
bookies. Each finds he has more 
bets on Swizzlestick, a 5-to-1 shot, 
than he wants. (In other words, 
these bookies stand to lose money 
if Swizzlestick wins.) They all 
call a larger bookmaker and bet

He calls a still bigger 
bookie. This process continues 
until it reaches a man big enough 
to have a representative at a 
phone near the track where Swiz- 
zlestick is running. The really 
big bookie calls.up his man and 
tells him to bet enough on Swiz- 
zlestick td bring the price down 
to 2 to il. 

This representative signals to 
a confederate inside the track 
(phones are not allowed at race 
tracks for this very reason), and 
that worthy rushes to the mutuel 
window and begins to bet. The 
result is that the price is brought 
down to 2 to 1, and if the horse 
does happen to win the bookmak- 
ers are not out of pocket.

In taking bets on football or 
basketball, the bookmaker offers 
a certain number of points dif- 
ferential between the teams and 
takes bets either way.

For example, suppose Siwash is 
a 10-point favorite against. Po- 
dunk. If the bookie has $1200 in 
bets each way, he stands to win 
$200 no matter which team wins 
—unless the difference is exactly 
10 points, in which case all bets 
are off. 

“Point differences” are approx- 
imately the same all over the 
country. They are set up on the 
basis of elaborate scouting sys- 
tems and methods of acquiring 
inside information that would 
make the average Secret Service 
look like a bunch of Boy Scouts. 

In baseball betting, it is not 
customary .to quote a difference 
in the number of runs. Instead, 
the bookmaker makes a market. 
If you want to bet on the favor- 
ite, you give slightly higher odds 
than the bookmaker would give 
you. For example, swppose the 
market is 7 to 5, 8 to 5. This 
means that you must lay 8 to 5 
if you want to bet on the favor- 
ite; but the bookmaker will lay 
you only 7 to 5 if you want the 
underdog. The bookmgker’s per- 
centage is still very much in evi- 
dence. 

When you bet against a book- 
maker, you are bucking a large 
percentage. You are a very heavy 
favorite to lose your money.

“Scholar” and “Negotiate” 


HERE is something of philo- 
T sophy in the start of these 

two words, “‘scholar” and “ne- 
gotiate.” 

Today's scientist or researcher 
or educator, working — without 
overtime pay—into the night, may 
object to the literal meaning of 
the word “scholar.” 

Through the Latin scholaris, 
whence came the Old English 
scoler, “scholar” derives from the 
Greek word for leisure, and ori- 
ginally the scholar was one who 
had leisure! This was of course 
the leisure to follow a mentor, 
to be engaged in the pursuits of 
learning. Thence came the conno- 
tation of a man of books. 


What the ancients thought of 
men of business is clear in the 
word “negotiate.” This we have 
from the Latin negotari, from 
negotium. Then as now, this 
meant business, but examine ‘clos- 
er and you find it composed of 
nec — not—and otium, meaning 
leisure. This same quality of “‘leis- 
ure” present in the name of the 
“scholar,” is by direct statement 
absent from the occupation of the 
business man. Thus, in the light 
of his etymology, the “negotiator” 
is something of a victim of cir- 
cumstances, following his objec- 
tive as one on a treadmill, “‘with- 
out leisure” to weigh, to consider 
life, to see in perspective the 
world about him. No offense, men 
of business. That is only how it 
started. 


Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


ECISIONS in the early play 
are usually the most clearcut 
of all situations in Canasta. 
However, they are also particular- 
ly important because it is gen- 
erally true that the first side to 
take a pack. of eight or more 
cards will be the eventual winner 
of that deal. Even though there 
is no pack, the effect of your first 
play may be to decide who will 
get the first pack that is worth 
while. 
You play first and have just 
drawn from the stock to give 
you this hand: 


Both sides need 50. The upcard 
was a jack. The questions are, 
should you make the minimum 
meld, or not? And in either case, 
what should you discard? 

Making the minimum at such 
an early stage at the cost of giv- 
ing up six cards’ from your hand 
is not to be considered seriously. 
Then what do you discard? 

It is frequently Advantageous to 
discard from matched trios, since 
pairs are just as valuable for pur- 
poses of getting the pack. Here, 


however, you have a poor hand. 
If you discard from one of your 
sets and the opponents are able 
to take the pack, the two remain- 
ing cards of that rank will repre- 
sent a headache, for you aren't 
even able to freeze the pack with 
a wild card if you decided to do 
so. 

Your safest play is to discard a 
six or a seven; however, with only 
one card in the pack this is an op- 
portunity to throw one of your 
unmatched high cards — perhaps 
even the ace! If the opponent 
takes it at least you will have 
forced him to reduce his hand 
slightly in order to make the mini- 
mum initial meld. 


Question: A player draws from 
stock, melds all but one or two 
cards, then asks his partner, ““May 
I go out?” Is this proper? 

Answer: The question may 
properly be asked only before the 
draw, or if after the draw, before 
any ‘meld has been made. The 
player may not go out on that 
turn regardless of partner’s an- 
swer.

The important thing to 
remember is that a gambling 
house is operated for a profit.

One fast test is: How long has 
the house been operating? Even 
clever crooks slip up eventually, 
and the facts get out. Only the 
honest gambling houses stay in 
business year after year. 

A surer test is the spread be- 
tween the normal and the limit 
bet. When the spread is big, 
watch your step. 

That statement may need an 
explanation: 

Suppose exactly $100 is bet on 
each number of a roulette wheel. 
The house cannot lose because it 
is bound to take in at least as

* much as it has to pay out. That 


is true in general whenever the 
betting is roughly equal on all 
propositions, although the bets are 
seldom if ever exactly equal. 


The bets tend to be roughly 
equal when there is only a narrow 
spread between a small bet and a 
large bet. But the situation is 
different when one man places a 
thousand-dollar bet while every- 
body else is making five-dollar 
bets. 


The house can afford to lose 
all the small bets, but it cannot 
afford to lose the thousand-dollar 
bet. Any experienced operator 
knows this. If he intends to be 
honest, he will not put the limit 
up so high that a single bet will 
worry him. And if he does allow 
that big bet, you can be pretty 
sure that the operator isn’t really 
worried. That’s the time for you 
to do the worrying. 

It may comfort you to know 
that the odds are high that a 
gambling house is strictly on the 
level. It can well afford to be. 


Incidentally, a crooked gam- 
bling house is not necessarily an 
unmixed evil. Your chance to win 
in it may actually be better than 
in an honest house! The owner 
of one of America’s best gam- 
bling houses once said to me: 
“T wish I ran a crooked house. 
I’d make that poor fellow over 
there win for once and send him 
home happy.” : 

Then he nodded his head 
toward another man and added: 
“And I’d sure fix that so-and-so!” 


Don’t come to the conclusion 
that the gambling house is 
crooked just because you walk out 
a loser every time you play. You 
figure to lose before you go in.

You know, breakfast wouldn't be 
breakfast to me without my two 
poached eggs on toast. I’m almost 
afraid that I won't like them as 
well now.” That was a recent 
conversational comment from a 
man, of course. 

Most of us dislike being told 
that any food is good for us, and 
just why, I don’t know. In any 
case, one egg a day is desirable. 
for the sake of the minerals or 
the vitamins and in addition, of 
course, there is some protein. 
Perhaps our friend will enjoy 
the second egg more than the 
first if he learns that he doesn’t 
really need it if he has a diet 
well rounded in all respects. 

In general, eggs are given a 
high place in the diet. The egg 
yolk is one of the first foods 
given to the baby in addition to 
milk, especially because of its 
high iron content and because of 
ease in digestion. 

While an egg in any form is 
well digested, texture is much 
more tender and, therefore, bet- 
ter when cooking is done at low 
temperature. Nothing shows this 
better than a dish of scrambled 
eggs cooked to just the right 
turn. Over-cooking seems to 
change flavor as well as texture. 
It probably should be mentioned 
that eggs are just as good for 
you when they are used as an

Fix It Yourself 
Annoying Water Faucets. 

When a water faucet gets it into 
its head to give you a bad time it 
will either leak, squeak or bang. 
For our money one is about as 
bad as another. 

There are two places where a 
faucet will leak. One is through 
the nozzle and another is around 
that big cap nut on the top of 
the faucet. When the cap nut 
leaks, try tightening it. If this 
won't work, turn off the water 
to that line, unscrew the cap nut 
and put some packing compound 
inside it. When the faucet itself 
leaks then the trouble is that the 
washer inside is worn. Cut off 
the water to that line. unscrew 
the cap nut until it can be pushed 
up near the faucet handle and 
then turn the handle as if to 


open the faucet. This will unscrew 
the faucet spindle from the fau- 
cet body so that you can pull the 
spindle right out. At the end of 
the spindle you'll find the worn 
washer. Replace it with a new 
one and be sure that the flat side 
of the new washer faces the 
spindle. 

Squeaks in a faucet when it is 
opened or closed can be fixed by 
taking off the cap nut and smear- 
ing a little heat resistant grease 
on the shaft. 

When a faucet bangs it can 
sometimes be because something 
inside the faucet is loose but, 
more likely, if the banging occurs 
when the faucet is closed, it is 
due to water hammer. The solu- 
tion is just to close the faucet 
slowly instead of suddenly.

Once the route is surveyed, 
railroad experts estimate a mini- 
mum of 400 days would be re- 
quired to level the roadbed and 
lay the rails. A force of about 
17,000 men would be needed for 
the job. 

Mountains, lakes and measure- 
less forests are commonplace in 
the area where the rail line would 
run. This is the lair of ungainly, 
palm-antlered moose weighing 
1200 pounds and of brown bears 
as big as four-door sedans. Lake 
trout often extend to the 24-inch 
notch on a ruler. In some of the 
foaming riffles, few white men 
ever have fished. Speckled beau- 
org literally will snap at a bent 
pin 

An occasional trapper has in- 
vaded these solitudes. In one or 
two creeks an adventurous pros- 
pector may have looked for “col- 
ors.” Perhaps a Mounty’s camp- 
fire has gleamed on the rim-rock. 
But in general this is a primitive 
land. Travelers on thé railroad 


to Alaska would peer ffom their 


coaches and Pullmans at a realm 
as wild as that between St. Louis 
and the Coast was a century ago. 

Between Prince George and 
Fairbanks the only community of 
any proportions is Whitehorse, 
where long ago a clerk in a fron- 
tier bank wrote a ballad called 
“The Shooting of Dan McGrew.” 
Whitehorse, a hamlet of 300 in 
1940, now has approximately 320 
inhabitants. The increase h 
been attributable to its vast air- 
field with mile-long concrete 
runways and to the presence of 
the Alaska Highway. 

With the exception of White- 
horse, all the potential stopping 
places on the proposed railroad 
are of log-cabin dimensions. A 
Hudson’s Bay trading post, a 
Mounted Police detachment, an 
Anglican mission and a Catholic 
Indian school—these are their 
customary buildings. However, 
they may be the most colorful 
whistle stops where engine crews 
ever changed. 

In 1942 the United States Army 
Engineers commenced a prelimi- 
nary survey of this rail route. The 
project was abandoned when the 
Japanese invaders were ousted

from the Aleutian Islands. The 
forthcoming location is expected 
to take up where the other in- 
vestigation left off. The White 
House probably will assign the 
job to the Engineers, who also 
located the route of the Alaska 
Highway seven years ago. 

The line would extend in a 
northwesterly direction from 


Prince George up a U-shaped. 


swale known as “the Rocky Moun- 
tain trench.” This is one of the 
great potential railway thorough- 
fares of North America. For 600 
miles the track never would devi- 
ate more than 10 miles from a 
completely straight line. Few tan- 
gents in Arizona and Nevada 
could compare with this. 

Actually, the railroad to Alaska, 
in spite of all the rugged connota- 
tions of such a task, would not 
involve as complex construction 
problems as the thrusting west- 
ward from Chicago and St. Louis 
of the transcontinental systems in 
the United States. This is he- 
cause the Rocky Mountains, at 
their northern extremity, dwindle 
into hilly knobs. 

Wayfarers, eating a dining-car 
meal on the way to #airbanks, 
would see the most sensational 
scenery not in the Rockies but in 
the outlying ramparts of the St. 
Elias Range beyond Whitehorse. 
These mountains rise to 19,000 
feet. The railroad is expected to 
fringe them gingerly, as it nears 
the Arctic Circle. 

Highest point on the proposed 
line would be 3273 feet at Sifton 
Pass, in the trench between the 
Rockies and the Stikine Moun- 
tains. Contrast this with 7108 
feet on the Union Pacific in Wy- 
oming or 10,239 feet along the 
Denver Rio Grande in Colorado. 
No grade on the Alaska route 


would be steeper than 1.5 per 
cent. The Northern Pacific bucks 
2.2 jn Montana and the diesel lo- 
comotives of the Sante Fe strain 
at 3.3 per cent on New Mexico’s 
sagebrush uplands.

F Congress provides funds to 
| undertake construction of the 

railroad to the Arctic, persons 
in St. Louis might be able to step 
up to the window at Union Sta- 
tion and buy tickets for Fair- 
banks, Big Delta or Whitehorse 
within two years. 

What would such a journey 
cost? 

Round-trip fare in standard 
sleeping cars from St. Louis to 
Vancouver amounts to $124.60. A 
lower berth adds $20.13 each way. 
From Vancouver a-round trip to 
Prince George on the Skeena 
River Express of the Canadian 
National system costs $57.05, plus 
$9.65 for a lower in each direc- 
tion. The American rates include 
the 15 per cent Federal tax; such 
a levy has been discontinued on 
the Canadian side of the border. 

Extending this mileage ratio, 
the round trip from Prince George 
to Fairbanks probably would be 
$69. A lower berth one way is 
calculated at another $11. 

The grand total to travel by 
train from the banks of the Mis- 
sissippi to Fairbanks on the shores 
of the sluggish Tanana would 
amount to $331.21, including re- 
turn fare and sleeping accommo- 
dations.

Maxi- 
mum depths might be 30 or 35 
inches, a mere powder contrasted 
with the 168 inches encountered 
by the electric engines of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & 
Pacifie in the Cascade Range 
above Seattle and Tacoma. In- 
deed, the Alaska Highway is open 
in winter when roads 2200 miles 
off off to the south, in the Sierra 
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RAFFIC would be too light to 

justify electrification, so the 

new line probably would rely 
on diesel equipment. The Alaska 
Railroad, clattering for 486 miles 
between Fairbanks and Seward on 
the seacoast, has acquired a bright 
diesel streamliner, the AuRoRa. 
Although it has proved more effi- 
cient than steam trains in brutally 
cold spells, the AuRoRa also has 
been stopped by Arctic weather. 

- Where it runs through deep 
cuts, the AuRoRa finds moose a 
handicap to speedy service. The 
clumsy animals stumble onto the 
tracks and then cannot climb out. 
They amble along for miles, fol- 
lowed by an impatient stream- 
lined train. Engine crews hesitate 
to run down the huge creatures, 
which are a vivid symbol of the 
North Country. 

Northern winters can be grim 
as well as humorous. Last De- 
cember a salesman rushed to get 
back aboard the Skeena River Ex- 
press as it rumbled out of Prince 
George. He grabbed the handrails 
of his sleeping car, but the doors 
already had been closed. He 
shouted to no avail. Then he tried 
to let go the steel grips. His 
hands were frozen fast. Eventually 
he fell away, but amputation was 
required at the wrists.

However, 
George Sundborg, manager of the 
Alaska Development Board, con- 
tends that many.residents of the 
North want the right-of-way td 
parallel the Alaska Highway from 
Whitehorse to Fairbanks. 


“The grades are gentle,” he 
claims, “and much of the route 
already has been prepared.” 

In 1942 the Engineer Corps es- 
timated that a purely military sys- 
tem would cost $111,889,000. In- 
flation has raised both wages and 
material costs since that time. 
Furthermore, the railroad contem- 
plated in the Magnuson Bill 
would be constructed according to 
peacetime standards. Present cost 
has been put at approximately 
$235,000,000.

At most 
tables, West saved against the op- 
posing four-heart contract, and, 
inasmuch as four hearts should 
have been made without difficul- 
ty, it was a good save, costing 
only 300 points. At one table, 
however, this was the bidding: 
South West North East 
ye 2@ Pass 
KP 39 Pass 
Pass Pass Pass 
West opened the club king. 
South won and __ immediately 
ruffed his low club in dummy, 
then led a spade to the king. 
West took the trick and shifted 
to the eight of diamonds. South 
thought matters over, and figured 
that even if he lost another spade 
trick, to the jack, he would be 
safe if the hearts broke, because 
he could afford to lose two spades 
and one diamond. If he took the 
diamond finesse and it lost, a dia- 
mond return might be ruffed. So, 
acting on this analysis, South put 
up dummy’s diamond ace and 
then led the heart queen. He was 
in for a shock when West showed 
out in trumps, and another shock 
when the spade 10, finessed, lost 
to West. The contract was now 
quite unmakeable, since South 
could not avoid losing at least 
one trump trick and the diamond 


king. 

South got himself into trouble 
by ruffing his losing club much 
earlier than there was any need 
for that play! If he had led a 
trump to dummy’s queen at the 
second trick, he would have seen 
the break, and could have set his 
sights accordingly. Then, even if 
he misguessed the spade jack and 
lost two tricks in that suit, he 
could salvage the contract by tak- 
ing the diamond finesse, which 
would then be revealed as neces- 
sary, and handling the trump suit 
correctly.

Words to Watch. 


HE word economics is syl- 
T labilified thus: e-co-nom-ics. 

The accents fall on the first 
and third.syllables. Since the 
first syllable is both open and 
accented, the “e” properly has 
the long sound: EE-kuh-NOM’iks, 
and this is the consensus of all 
dictionaries. Some list as second 
choice: EK-uh-NOM’icks. 
I recommend EE-kuh-NOM’iks 
for this reason: In both American 
and British usage it is customary 
to give vowels the long sound in 
open, accented syllables. 
Strictly speaking, diction means 
choice of words to express ideas 
clearly. For this reason, the dic- 
tionary is so called—it is a book 
about words and how to use them 
correctly. However, diction, in the 
meaning of enunciation and pro- 
nunciation, is now sanctioned by 
a few American dictionaries, and 
is generally accepted as correct. 
Pronounce it: DIK-sh’n. Diction- 
ary is: DIK’sh’n-EHR-ee. 
The word encore, according to 
most dictionaries, is accented on. 
the second syllable, thus: ahng- 
KORE, This is a pseudo-French 
pronunciation which never has 
prevailed in American usage. In 
the French pronunciation the first 
syllable has the nasal sound, and 
the second syllable, which re- 
ceives a slight accent,, has the 
Man sound of “aw,” thus: ah(n)- 


WR. 

In the Standard American pro- 
nunciation the first syllable is 
accented and the second syllable 
rhymes with bore, core, thus: 
AHN-kore; also: AHNG-kore. 

The words dairy and diary are 
often confused, especially in spell- 
ing. Dairy, ‘“‘a dairy farm; a place 
for producing and distributing 
milk products,” is: DEHR-ee. 
Diary, “a written daily account of 
one’s thoughts and experiences,” 
is; DY-uh-ree; or, in informal 
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Paradise Island.

Almond Fluff Pudding / 

Ingredients: One and one-half 
cups evaporated milk, one enve- 
lope (one tablespoon) unflavored 
gelatin, three-fourths cup cold 
water, two-thirds cup sugar, dash 
of salt, two teaspoons vanilla, 
three-fourths cup chopped un- 
blanched almonds. 

Method: ‘Chill evaporated milk 
in freezing tray of refrigerator to 
ice-crystal stage. Sprinkle gela- 
tin over one-fourth cup of the 
cold water and allow to soften. 
Mix remaining one-half cup of the 
water with the sugar and salt and

cook, stirring constantly, until 
sugar is dissolved; now boil five 
minutes. Pour over softened gel- 
atin and beat with rotary beater 
until light and frothy. Add va- 
nilla and mix well. Cool thorough- 
ly. Whip chilled evaporated milk 
until light and fluffy. Whip gela- 
tin mixture again. Fold milk into 
gelatin mixture. Allow to stand 
in refrigerator a few minutes until 
partially thickened. Fold in al- 


sugar, one cup brown sugar, one- 
half cup cider vinegar, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
cloves, one-fourth teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-fourth teaspoon ginger, 
one-fourth teaspoon allspice, two 
small cloves garlic (peeled and 
minced). 

Method: Put the finely diced 
onions in a medium-sized sauce- 
pan. Peel, quarter and core ap- 
ples; slice and dice into about 


one-half inch cubes; add to onions 
with green pepper. Wash dried 
apricots under hot water, drain 
and cut in thin strips; add to 
saucepan with sugars, vinega~ 
salt, cloves, cinnamon, ginger, all- 
spice and garlic. Stir over low 
heat until sugar is dissolved; sim- 
mer until thick, about one-half 
hour. Store in refrigerator. Al- 
low to mellow overnight before 
using.
